“It la feared that the loss of life was 
very large, but It will be Impossible 
to form any idea of the number of 
deaths until the ruins shall have been 
cleared away. The city of Oco# ha* 
been almost knocked: to plecas, the 
coffee warehouses, agency house, ho­ 
tel and other structures being de­ 
stroyed. It is impossible for me to 
convey any clear Indication of the 
true state of affair*. There is hardly 
a coffee plantation of any description 
that ha* escaped. Machine houses 
are down and heavy loases have been 
Incurred on every side. The city of 
Quexaltenmo is being practically aban­ 
doned and It has been necessary to 
send in thousands of Indian* from all 
¡•art* with provisions, as *'ie survivors 
are reslly starving.**
